We believe therefore that a 


study of the following letters bearing on this subject will be profitable for all concerned. They 
come from leaders in the industry; men who have made a distinguished success of the Hol- 
stein proposition, and who have a broad outlook on the entire field of business. We want your 


opinion also. 


We realize that it is a big, broad subject, rather difficult to handle in a letter, 


but we hope you will give the World and the Holstein public the benefit of your views. 


From President Aitken 


N answer to your question, permit me 
| to state that the mission of a trade 

paper, or the mission of a breed paper, 
if it fills the office for which it is created, 
must be edited with rare intelligence, 
with courage, and with conscience, in 
which event it will prove of inestimable 
advantage to the breeders and to the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. A _ great 
many newspapers are trying to follow 
the bias and prejudice of the public and 
thereby intensifying and inflaming it. 
What I should hope of a Holstein-Friesian 
journal is exactly the reverse. I want it 
to lead the way, I want the editor to know 
practically more than anybody else knows 
about Holstein-Friesian cattle, and I want 
him to be able to tell it in a way that it 
will be credited by the breeders and not 
in a way that will antagonize. 

There have been papers that have 
made a great success financially in all 
the various walks of life without ever 
having jany opinion, or without ever hav- 
ing given any evidence of intelligence or 
knowledge, simply catering to the advertising public. 
You have in the agricultural field the farm journal simply 
an advertising medium—nothing else. On the other hand 
you see great newspapers that have made a success finan- 
cially and otherwise, have helped mold public opinion, 
have accomplished much for the state and Nation, and the 
public generally. These papers have led rather than fol- 
lowed public opinion. You find the same difference in 
individuals. You oftimes hear them speak of a man as a 
good fellow, but what does that mean? Generally that he 
offends no one, has accomplished nothing because accomp- 
lishment oftimes breeds enemies. Again you hear people 
speak of a man, some of them perhaps in words almost of 
idolatry and worship, others of anger, spleen and jealousy, 
but there was a reason for it; that man was doing things. 
= accomplishing something. Of such men was Roose- 

If you want to go with the tide and are content with 
a rake-off through advertising and business tact, and do not 
aim or care to be a part or parcel of a great industry in

The time has practically gone by 
when such men can live and prosper. But, at the same time, I 
advise constant censorship of your advertising columns, to 
see that everything advertised may be actually backed up 
by your publication, if necessary. 

Above all things, put in plenty of current Holstein 
events, so that every breeder may know what the other 
breeder is doing, and surround it all with good, logical,

ial policy must be absolutely free from any taint or sus- 
picion of favoritism or of control by those financially or 
otherwise interested in the breed. I believe this editorial 
policy should be extended to the advertising columns in 
the form of censorship of advertising and insistence on the 
elimination of any statement that was not 100 per cent 
true. 

Any other policy must inevitably nullify the influence 
of the publication and work to the detriment rather than 
for the advancement of the breed and the industry. 

The most conspicuous example of that kind of publica- 
tion is the Saturday Evening Post, which journal has no 
political bias, is interested in no political propaganda and, 
long years ago before anyone else even thought of it, es- 
tablished a policy of censoring advertising copy. 

As a result of that policy, we all of us believe that 
whatever we see in the Post is true—or at least represents 
the sincere belief of the writer—whose name, by the way. 
is always signed to it. 

We advertisers long since realized that an advertise- 
ment, in the Post was more effective than in any other 
single medium because readers had also come to believe 
that only the truth would be permitted therein. 

I have been pleased to note the independent and emin- 
ently fair position you have taken in the recent lament- 
able Cole incident. You have taken the only stand an hon- 
est paper could take and certainly no honest breeder can 
resent anything you have said or done. 

If the industry is to maintain the status of a breeding 
industry and not of a mere trading business, then you 
must in every way support the association officers in their 
determination to keep all records clean and to see that 
none but unquestionable records are left on the books.

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The Mission of a Holstein Paper 


HIS week we present the first of a series of letters 
E from representative breeders, outlining briefly, but 
clearly, their ideas with respect to what ought to be 
the mission and purpose of a breed publication like the 
World. Some of these letters came in response to personal 
requests from the Editor, and others as a result of the 
published notice inviting discussion of this subject. We 
want everybody with constructive ideas on the subject to 
feel perfectly free to express them and to consider this as 
a personal invitation. The purpose of this discussion is 
three-fold. First it should develop ideas that will be 
valuable to us in the conduct of the paper. It is almost al- 
ways profitable to get the outside point of view on broad 
matters of policy such as this. Second it will bring home 
to the Holstein public a better realization of some of the 
problems that have to be met in conducting a breed maga- 
zine, and third, it should broaden the appreciation of the 
meaning and significance of.the service that such a publi- 
cation can furnish to the industry. At any rate we hope 
for a closer feeling and understanding between ourselves 
and our readers as a result of a frank discussion along 
these lines. As we have pointed out before, this rela- 
tionship between the breed paper and the breed, is abso- 
lutely a mutual proposition. It is very much to the interest 
of each that both should prosper, and if either one over- 
looks the welfare of the other, both are losers. What we 
are getting at is just this: from a better and closer un- 
derstanding of this inter-relationship on the part of the 
great body of breeders themselves must spring an oppor- 
tunity for better and wider service on the part of the breed 
publication—and that is exactly what the World is search- 
ing and working for. In other words, the more you know 
about us, and the better your appreciation of our problems 
and what we are trying to do, the more we shall be able 
to accomplish in the interest of the breed as a whole. May 
we have the benefit of your ideas in this discussion? 


The Practical Side of the Question 


OW is a most opportune time to emphasize the prac- 
N tical side of the Holstein cow. Those of us who are 

acquainted with her know her for just what’she is—the 
most efficient dairy machine that has ever been devised 
or created. We know that she will make a bigger net 
profit on her production for the year than any other kind of 
a cow; that she will make good use of a larger proportion 
of the rough feed on the farm; that with her rugged con- 
stitution she is less prone to the diseases of cowdom than 
any of her smaller, less robust sisters; and that finally, 
when her days of dairy usefulness are ended, she can go 
to the block and render a good account of herself in com- 
parison with the specialized beef breeds that are worthless 
for any other purpose than meat production. In short we 
know the Holstein cow for just what she is—a real mort- 
gage lifter, and the best friend of the dairyman. We very 
naturally get enthusiastic over our great records for milk 
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and butter. They indicate the progress of the breed und 
the most favorable conditions, and are invaluable in 
plan of the constructive breeder. They are also a wea 
ful asset to the breed from the standpoint of publicity 
Here however is the point that seems to stick with y. 
dairyman who has the itching to make a start with kin 
bred Holsteins. When you talk with him about the ‘me 
he will say, “I’m not in the ring. I never could get th 
prices for my surplus, so I might as well stick to = 
grades.” This lack of confidence in their ability to sell 
their surplus animals at satisfactory prices could ye 
easily be dispelled by a presentation of the facts oan 
what other breeders in the same circumstances were 
accomplishing. There are plenty of instances that fur. 
nish splendid ammunition. One of them is described in 
detail in one of the feature articles in the World this week, 
It tells the story of a man who went out of the city with no 
capital, absolutely inexperienced not only in purebred 
cattle but the whole subject of farming and dairying, and 
who in a few years time has amassed a competence through 
his purebred Holsteins. Such stories of actual accomplish. 
ment, telling how other men under conditions similar to 
their own, have met their problems and won success, 
should be most effective in inspiring a desire on the 
part of these dairymen to go forth and do likewise. They 
would find after they got into the business of breeding 
purebred Holsteins that this marketing problem was much 
less of a problem than they had supposed. The public 
auctions that are held in practically every section of the 
country when backed by responsible men usually provide 
a most satisfactory market for surplus females and the 
better class of bulls, while the less desirable bulls can be 
disposed of for veal or if good enough can usually be 
placed satisfactorily in grade herds. 

We should like to run a continuous series of stories 
like the story of the success of John Goldthorpe. They are 
good for the morale of any breeders or prospects who may 
be inclined to feel shaky about the business because of 
the developments of the past few months, and for those 
who were coming to believe that the Holstein business 
was simply a millionaire’s game. We know that it isn’t, 
We know that the Holstein cow is the best friend of the 
little breeder who tills his own farm, milks his own cows, 
and has to make a living from them in order to keep his 
family fed and clothed. What we want now is to have 
the facts about these fellows that have started with noth- 
ing and made good by grace of the Holstein cow and their 
own energy and pluck. Never mind about literary style 
or arrangement, and if you don’t happen to have a type- 
writer, don’t feel that it is necessary to go down town to 
a public stenographer—just give us the facts; that is what 
we want to deal with in this series. We are placing no 
limit on the number of such stories we can use, so let 
us hear from every one of our readers who has or can get 
actual facts that he feels would help to convince the man 
on the fence. 


Building Good Will 


UCH of the advertising that is done today in our 
M great national magazines is very largely for the pur- 

pose of building and keeping good will. Under the 
conditions that have prevailed for the past few years 
almost any of the old-established concerns that regularly 
patronize the advertising columns of the Saturday Evening 
Post, for instance, could have sold every bit of their pro 
duct just as fast as they could make it—whether it was 
clothes or musical instruments or automobiles or what not 
—but still they spent large sums of money for advertising. 
And the answer lies right in their appreciation of the im- 
portance of that intangible asset—good-will. They realize 
that as business competition grows keener and conditions 
change they cannot afford to let the public forget their 
name and brand—and so they keep on spending money 
for printer’s ink as insurance against disaster in the fu 
ture. When you get right down to the bottom of things, 
there is no more important factor in the success of any 
business than this same item of good will. The first Te 
quisite of course is to give value received with whatever 
you sell. No matter how much you advertise or what else 
you do, if you do not deliver satisfaction with your sales, 
you are going to lose the good will not only of your custo 
mer, but of his friends as well.

O* the cover this week we are pleased to present the 





most recent picture of that grand show bull and sire, 

Johanna Bonheur Champion 2d. In 1918 it will be 
recalled he broke very strongly into the limelight, winning 
first and grand championship at both the Cattle Congress 
and the National. At that time he was owned and exhi- 
pited by Chestnut Brothers of Kansas. During the year, 
however, the bull and all of his daughters were purchased 
by the U. S. D. B. Farm Colony at Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., 
and Mr. Chestnut was hired to come with the Government 
herd as herdsman. Their first start of the 1919 season was at 
the Missouri State Fair, where he was an easy winner of 
first prize in the aged bull class, and of senior and grand 
championship honors as well. The following week, how- 
ever, at Iowa State Fair he received his only defeat of the 
year, being given the red, under Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 14th. At this fair he ranked above the bull that later 
won first at Illinois, Minnesota, and Wisconsin State Fairs, 
the Cattle Congress and the National Dairy Show, so it will 
be seen that there was some class of bulls at Des Moines. 
All the rest/of the way around the circuit he was never 
seriously challenged for first or championship, his win- 
nings including the state fairs of Texas, Oklahoma, Ne- 
braska, and both state fairs of Kansas. He thus performed 
the remarkable feat of winning first prize and Grand Cham- 
pionship at six state fairs in a single season. In the Bar- 
racks herd of over three hundred head he should have an 
opportunity to prove his worth as a sire in an unmistak- 
able way. 


Aims and Activities of the Extension Service 


By PROF. WM. M. RIDER, 
Director of Extension Service. 


HE ultimate aim of the Extension Service of the Hol- 
K 9 stein-Friesian Association of America is the better- 

ing of the dairy industry of our country through the 
greater use of purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle, and the 
practice of better dairy herd management. Our immediate 
aims may be subdivided as follows: 1. To help Holstein 
dairymen secure greater net returns from their herds. 2. 
To increase the interest in, and the use of, purebred Hol- 
steins throughout the United States and in foreign lands. 
3. To increase the use of Holstein milk and dairy products 
through campaigns of education and publicity. 4. To 
assist, through cooperation with county, state, and federal 
agencies, in the improvement of the dairy herds of our 
country by the greater use of the purebred Holstein-Frie- 
sian sire, and better dairy herd management. 

In order to accomplish these aims the Extension Ser- 
vice is carrying on its activities through cooperation with 
many agencies scattered throughout the United States and 
abroad. These agencies are all striving to help improve 
dairy farming. Thus, our aims are similar and the result 
is a forward organized movement that will soon reach the 
common goal, namely, “Better Stock.” 

The extent of our cooperation and its activities is more 
fully appreciated when one learns something of its numer- 
ical valuation. 

For example—we are cooperating with 560 county farm 
bureau agents; 241 local Holstein clubs; and 33 state 
Holstein clubs. We are working with every College of 
Agriculture in the United States, as well as many state 
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departments of agriculture. We have recently offered our 
cooperation to over 1500 High schools teaching agricul- 
ture. This past summer and fall we have made it possible 
for our cooperators to have Holstein booths at 255 fairs, 
including twenty state fairs. In addition to the above we 
have been carrying on a campaign for the use of more milk 
and dairy products in 305 cities and towns located in 
forty-four states, having sent to our cooperators a total 
of 333 milk campaign sets, which, from their reports, have 
done much to increase milk consumption. 

Our part in the cooperation with the different agencies 
mentioned above has been to send them over 250,000 pieces 
of Holstein printed matter, including pamphlets, posters, . 
photographs and cards, all of which carried the spirit of 
“Better Dairying Through Use of Holsteins.” We have 
also aided by securing speakers for many Holstein meet- 
ings, as well as assisting in organizing many new Holstein 
clubs. 

Beside the work which is being done in our own 
country, mention may be made of the Extension Service 
activities in foreign lands. At present we are in corre- 
spondence with parties in over eighty. different localities 
in thirty foreign countries. To many of these we have sent 
printed matter about our breed, and in some half dozen 
different places we have sent material for a Holstein 
booth or exhibit. 

Thus, from the above one can see something of the 
scope of the work done by the Extension Service of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America in the interests 
of better dairying. 

In subsequent articles there will be outlined a series 
of projects for Holstein clubs. These are offered with a 
view of helping local and state clubs to be of greater ser- 
vice to their members. The first project will assist each 
Holstein organization to better cooperate with its county 
agent in the national campaign for “Better Sires—Better 
Stock.” 





WASHINGTON COUNTY CLUB ACTIVE 


The recent organized Holstein club of Washington 
County, Pa., is getting to be one of the most active of the 
many local Holstein Associations. The membership is now 
given as 32 and practically every member is a live wire 
and a worker for the county association and for the breed. 
Under the leadership of J. M. McKee, county agriculturist 
and Prof. R. R. Welsh of the Extension Bureau of the 
Pennsylvania State College, Washington County is orga- 
nizing a bull association as a means of improvement of 
the Holstein stock of the county. A meeting was held at 
the farm of W. S. Grimes of Centerville, at which the 
proposition was presented to the breeders of that locality,

and the promoters of the affair believe that one block of the 
bull association can be organized in that community. An- 
other block will be formed in the Cecil-McPherson district 
and it is believed that two more blocks are practically as- 
sured in the vicinity of Hickory. 

On November 5th Prof. Welsh addressed a meeting of 
the Washington County Club at Houston, Pa., telling them 
something of the problems confronting breeders and dairy- 
men today and also explaining more about the proposed 
bull association. The question of holding a county sale was 
also brought up and the following sale committee ap- 
pointed: J. M. Paxton, Houston, chairman; J. A. Cowden, 
Hickory; Richard Donaldson, Midway; J. W. Quivey, Can- 
onsburg; and county agriculturist J. M. McKee. The com- 
mittee was instructed to form plans for a sale and to 
prepare regulations to submit to the breeders. 

The question of purchasing a carload or more of pure- 
bred animals for distribution about the county as founda- 
tion stock was also brought up and over two-thirds of a 
carload subscribed for before the end of the session. It is 
believed that the committee—George G. Burnside of Can- 
onsburg and J. M: McKee, will have no trouble in getting 
orders for a full carload. 
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California Heifer Makes 25 Pounds 


It is reported that Spring Farm 
Pontiac Calypso, a junior four-year- 
old owned by the Henderson Company, 
Sacramento, Cal., has just made a 
record of 25.5 lbs. butter from 419 lbs. 
milk. The Henderson Co. also reports 
the sale of two young bulls, one to C. 
J. Jones of Woodland, Cal., and the 
other to E. B. Owens of Elk Grove. 
Both are sired by King Pontiac Segis 
Inka out of good producing dams. 





“New Holstein Firm in Minnesota 


It is announced that on March Ist, 
1920, a new Holstein firm known as 
the Taylor-Christgau Farm Company 
will begin breeding operations on a 
farm near Owatonna, Minn. Mr. L. S. 
Taylor, senior member of the firm, is 
at present associated with E. T. Win- 
ship in the Winship Farm Company 
but will withdraw his interests from 
that firm. Mr. John B. Christgau is a 
prominent breeder in Owatonna and 
was one of the moving spirits of the 
great Dairy Center Sale which was 
held* at that place this fall in con- 
nection with the Steele County Fair. 
Mr. Taylor is supervising the construc- 
tion of a 36 by 100 foot barn on the 
new farm of the Taylor-Christgau 
Company, which will have room for 
100 Holstein cows. The building will 
be of concrete and frame and will be 
equipped with all the modern con- 
veniences including two large silos and 
an up-to-date milk house. As the farm 
is small, only corn will be raised on 
it, all other feeds to be purchased in 
wholesale lots. 





Indiana Firm Purchases K. S. P. Sire 


The Indiana papers report the pur- 
chase by Glen Eden Stock Farm of 
Columbia City, Ind., of a fourth inter- 
est in the six-months old bull, King 
Segis Pontiac Sir Jessie of Robert E. 
Haeger, well known Holstein auction- 
eer of Algonquin, Ill. The calf, which 
was exhibited by Mr. Haeger at the 
National Dairy Show this year where 
he won fifth prize in an exceptionally 
hard class, is a son of King Segis 
Pontiac and is therefore a brother to 
some of the highest priced bulls of the 
breed, as well as ‘to that famous trans- 
mitting sire, King Segis Pontiac Count. 
King Segis Pontiac will be remem- 
bered as a century sire whose daugh- 
ters have made records up to 37 lbs. 
at three years old. The dam of the 
youngster has a three-year-old record 
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of 26.6 lbs. butter from 667.7 lbs. milk 
in seven days, which is an average of 
over 95 lbs. milk a day for the entire 
week. This gives him an average for 
his dam and sire’s dam of close to 32 
lbs. butter from considerably over 650 
pounds milk in seven days. D. V. 
Whiteleather and Roy Pence closed 
the deal for Glen Eden Farm. 


Carnation Heifer Makes Great Record 


Carnation Stock Farms report that 
their junior two-year-old, Sally Rec- 
tor Matador, will finish her year in 
a few days with above 835 lbs. butter 
from 22,000 lbs. milk.

California International Livestock 
Show Awards 


By ROBERT E. JONES 


There have been three distinct shows of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle in California this year and each event has been 
an outstanding one. The splendid character of the showing 
at the California International Livestock Show held Novem- 
ber 1-9, inclusive was particularly notable because of the 
fact that it was a last-minute assembly. 

For some reason most of the Holstein breeders had not

planned on taking in the San Francisco affair. The re- 
sult was that General Manager Gordon H. True, who is 
Professor of Animal Husbandry at the University Farm at 
Davis, on leave of absence, sent out a distress signal when 
it became apparent that the Holstein classes were not to 
be filled. The black and white breeders, usually alert, had 
taken it for granted that there would be plenty of the 
breed there to make a creditable display. Too many had 
taken it for granted. 

But Professor True’s distress signal was answered 
nobly. Charles Hughes, secretary of the association, got 
on the wire and stirred up breeders all over the state with 
the result that they got in their cows out of their pas- 
tures, groomed them up and shipped to San Francisco. The 
response was so unanimous that, though all of the leading 
California herds were not represented, the Holstein ex- 
hibition was a big feature of the San Francisco affair. 

The quality of the stock and the condition of the 
animals were particularly gratifying in view of the haste 
with which the breeders were compelled to act. Few of 
the animals went through a long period of fitting, but 
they were in excellent show condition and excited the 
admiration of critics from the East and West alike. 

Men like John Irwin of Minnesota, J. B. Fitch of Man- 
hattan, Kansas, who judged the Guernsey and Jersey cat- 
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tle and Professor E. W. Major of Los Angeles, who judgea 
the Holsteins, were emphatic in their praise of the stock, 
They agreed that the class of aged cows, which numbered 
fourteen animals, was one of the best they ever had seen 
in the United States and that it was even a better sho 

of mature animals than that at the National Dairy Showthis 
year. It was an impressive sight to look over those four. 
teen cows in milk lined up in the big horse show arena 
before the judge. Major spent more than two hours with 
them before he was able to make a decision and then his 
award went to Betsy Lamb Prilly, shown by H. E. Voge} 
of Fresno, and the cow which ultimately won the grand 
championship award. , 

Betsy Lamb Prilly was purchased by Vogel at an ‘auc. 
tion sale in Los Angeles some three years ago at which 
Ben A. Rhoades dispersed his herd and some stock was 
sold by McAlister & Sons, who have retired from the 
business. She came from the McAlister herd and was a 
calf when Vogel bought her. 

Second in this class of mature cows was Napa State 
Hospital cow, Hazelwood Heilo Queen, which was exhibited 
but not shown at the California State Fair this year. The 
Toyon Farm Association won third, fourth and fifth on 
Ava Model Hengerveld II, Ormsby Segis Marie and Queen 
Van Beers 4th, respectively. Other exhibitors of aged 
cows were Frank Reed Sanders of Phoenix, Arizona; J. B, 
Phillips of Fresno and A. W. Morris & Sons of Woodland. 

I said at the beginning that there were three distinct 
Holstein shows in California this year and such is the 
case. The first was at the State Fair, the second at the 
Riverside Fair and practically repeated at the Los Angeles 
Livestock Show and the third, at San Francisco. While 
some of the breeders showed in two of these, the majority 
were exhibitors in only one of the events, so that Cali- 
fornia his year has three sets of grand champions. 

Of particular interest to Holstein men was the winnings 
of the progeny of Tilly Alcartra, who has never been re- 
garded as a show animal. Yet Tilly proved at this San 
Francisco event that her progeny carries the desirable 
dairy type as well as prepotency in milk production. 

King Morco Alcartra, the A. W. Morris & Sons herd 
bull and a son of Tilly, was made grand champion. He 
came into competition against King Pearl Segis Pontiac, 
shown by Sanders; Segis Alcartra De Kol Burke, shown 
by Vogel; Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 43d, shown by 
the Toyon Farm Association, and Prince Rag Apple Im- 
perial, shown by the Napa State Hospital. That was in his 
class, of course, at which he was placed as the head. 
King Morco took the senior championship and when the 
junior leader was placed, the honor fell to his son, King 
Morco Alcartra Mead, who also became reserve grand 
champion of the show. 

Thus Tilly’s son and grandson were adjudged the best 
two males of the show. 

Not only this but Tilly Alcartra 3d, a junior heifer calf, 
was placed first in her class. Third place in this class 
went to Segis Margaret Mead, a Morris heifer; second and 
fourth went to the Napa State Hospital and fifth went to 
the Toyon Farm Association. 

J. E. Phillips of Fresno, who recently imported Hol- 
steins from the East, made his first showing and got away 
with some creditable honors including the award for re 
serve grand champion cow on the senior yearling heifer, 
Josephine Johanna Oak De Kol. 

Vogel won first for aged herd, Toyon first on young herd, 
Morris first on calf herd; Sanders first on get of sire; 
Morris first on produce of dam and the Toyon Associa- 
tion first on dairy herd. 

Both Tilly Alcartra and the Napa State Hospital 30, 
000-pound cow, Raphaella Johanna Aaggie 3d, were exhi- 
bited advantageously and they attracted a great deal of 
attention among city people as well as country folk. Each

Forced by the disastrous fire which 
they suffered on the morning of No- 
vember 2d, A. W. Morris & Sons of 
Woodland have decided to hold an 
auction sale of registered Holsteins 
December 18th and 19th. 

Alfalfa hay is so scarce in California 
now and the loss of their season’s crop 
by the fire was so complete, that a 
reduction in the size of the herd, not 
heretofore contemplated, will be nec- 
essary. 

C. L. Hughes, general manager of 
the California Breeders Sales and Ped- 
igree Company, has been given charge 
of the sale and is already at work mak- 
ing arrangements. 

In the sale will go at least seventy 
young cows in milk. Most of the ad- 
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vanced age cows of the Morris herd 
were disposed of at auction last year. 
The herd at that time was reduced to 
a number as low as it was desired to 
go by the auction process, so that in 
the coming sale a number of animals 
which the Morrises had desired to 
keep and develop will be offered to 
Holstein buyers. 

The cause of the fire on the Morris 
place is still a mystery, but in some 
quarters it is believed to be of incen- 
diary origin. One of the daily news- 
papers published an item to the effect 
that the I. W. W. was responsible. 

Both of the big silos at the end of 
the hay barn, as well as the feed and 
the pasteurizing plant, were destroyed. 

* * *

but once before in the history of the National 
Dairy Show as a Grand Champion won First 
for Get of Sire and that was Oak De Kol Ollie 
Homestead in 1917 at Columbus and it is signi. 
ficant, as will be mentioned a little later, that 
Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead and Iowana Sir 
Ollie, the only two bulls that have won this 
distinguished honor, are both from the same 
dam. However, Iowana Sir Ollie surpassed the 
showing of his distinguished brother by siring 
also the other first prize winners just above 
mentioned. 


Iowana Sir Ollie is a son of that grand ola 
cow Ollie Watson Prima Donna, a 31-lb. cow 
herself. She had the type and capacity ang 
quality that warranted Col. French in paying 
$3500 for her at public sale at a time when such 
a price was decidedly unusual and she was 
such a really outstanding cow that Col. French 
selected her son, Oak DeKol Ollie Homestead, 
to stand as his junior herd sire. At the time 
of her purchase by Iowana Farms, Ollie Wat- 
son Prima Donna was carrying a calf by Can. 
ary Paul Fobes Homestead who is a son of 
the former world’s champion 4-year-old Jessie 
Fobes Bessie Homestead the first cow of the 
breed to make three 7-day records above 33 lbs, 
and who was the sensational top female of the 
National Sale at Detroit. This calf when born 
was christened Iowana Sir Ollie and when a 
few months of age was purchased by N. Dick- 
inson & Sons, Lake Geneva, Wis. As a year- 
ling he was shown by his new owners at the 
National Dairy Show and at a number of the 
State Fairs, taking third at the National and 
ranking second to a bull in the Haeger string 
at Illinois, Wisconsin and other state fairs. At 
Chicago he went through the foot and mouth 
epidemic but was finally brought back and 
placed in limited service in the herd at Wal- 
cowis Farm. He was given little opportunity 
as there were also in service a son of Pietertje 
Maid Ormsby and also Cornucopia Pontiac Jo- 
hanna Lad, a son of King of the Pontiacs, and 
the other two bulls were given first call. How-

Scientific ob- 
servation has shown that the milk 
producing races are stronger physi- 
cally and mentally and longer-lived 
than those in whose diet milk plays 
a relatively insignificant part—Youth’s 
Companion.

Some Notes on Iowana Holsteins 


There is being developed at Iowana 
Farms, owned by Col. G. Watson 
French, one of the directors of the 
Yolstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, a herd that is destined to play a 
large part in the future of the breed. 
Col. French and those associated with 
him in the building up of this herd 
have steadfastly held to their ideal 
of what a Holstein-Friesian cow should 
be, rather than to allow themselves to 
be stampeded by the spectacular. Io- 
wana is being conducted for the pur- 
pose of improving the breed rather 
than as a profit producing investment, 
for which Col. French deserves great 
credit. They realize that it is the 
average black and white cow with her 
every day plugging, her ability to pro- 
duce a heavy flow of milk through the 
year in the hands of the average far- 
mer and dairyman that is, more than 
anything else, spreading the gospel 
of the Holstein-Friesian. 

Their contention is that real pro- 
gress involves improvement along 
two lines—greater yearly production 
and closer conformation to the ideal 
show ring type. That they have made 
definite headway in their breeding 
operations is shown by their yearly 
records and their winnings at the two 
leading dairy shows. 

Visitors at Iowana are always im-

pressed with the large size and uni- 
form type of matrons in the milking 
herd, as well as with the very high 
average of the yearly records, for a 
good average is sought at Iowana rath- 
er than a few sensational records. 

This herd is headed by their well 
known Gillett bull, Sir Johanna Fayne 
42147, a really remarkable animal 
both from the standpoint of individu- 
ality and of production. He weighs 
about 2,350, has an extremely long, 
deep body with an _ exceptionally 
straight top line and long, level rump. 
He has been wintering in an open 
shed and is now thirteen years old 
but carries a hide that would do cred- 
it to an animal in the best show ring 
in the land. 

His yearly tested daughters four 
years old and over average 829 pounds 
butter from 21,441 pounds milk. His 
two-year-old daughters average 498 
pounds butter from 12,884 pounds milk 
in 305 days, this being the test they are 
advocating. A number of the sons and 
daughters of Sir Johanna Fayne have 
been winners at the National Dairy 
Show, Waterloo Dairy Show and some 
of the State Fairs. Sir Johanna Fayne

Another famous sire at Iowana is 
Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead 85529, 
grand champion at National Dairy 
Show and Waterloo Dairy Show in 
1916 and 1917. He is not only a real 
show animal but is the sire of winners 
as well, four of his sons having won 
first as “Get of Sire” at the National 
Dairy Show in 1917. Until the present 
year this was the only instance 
on record where a bull of any 
breed, dairy or beef, has won Grand 
Championship at a national show 
where his own sons or daughters were 
the winning ‘Get of Sire.” The per- 
formance was duplicated this year by 
Iowana Sir Ollie, a bull that came 
from Jowana Farms who is from the 
same dam as Oak De Kol Ollie Home 
stead.

879.66 pounds butter from 21,637.1 
pounds milk in a year at four years, 
nine months, this record being made 
while standing in stanchions and run: 
ning with regular milking herd and 
carrying her next calf 221 days of the 
365. Such close breeding as this is 
generally regarded as risky but Iowana 
Burke Fayne as an individual is one 
of the greatest three-year-old bulls we 
have ever seen and he has two daugh- 
ters that are two of the handsomest 
heifer calves in the Iowana herd. Io- 
wana Burke Fayne weighed over 2,- 
200 pounds at just three years old and 
is still growing. He is being held at 
Iowana to replace Sir Johanna Fayne. 

Another remarkably good young sire 
they have retained is Iowana Waldorf 
Homestead, a son of “Oak” and Frys- 
lan Waldorf 155158, former holder of 
the world’s yearly milk record in the 
junior four-year-old division with a 
production of 1,117.98 pounds butter 
from 24,648.6 pounds milk.

WAUKESHA SALE SETS NEW STANDARD FOR COUNTY SALES 
67 Head Average $1042 


Waukesha County set a new mark for Holstein sales to shoot at last 
Tuesday when she established a world’s record for a county sale. The con- 
signment sale of the Waukesha County Holstein Breeders Association aver- 
aged $1042 for 67 head a total of $69,815. Twenty-seven breeders contributed 
animals to the sale and the consignments were passed upon by ‘a competent 
committee so that none but good representative specimens of the breed as 
Waukesha grows ’em were permitted to enter the ring. The quality was even 
throughout as evidenced by the fact that but twelve animals passed the $1000 
mark and but two sold for less than $300. Most of them sold right around $500 
to $800. The high price of the sale was realized for Creation, that superlative 
Pabst Stock Farm offering who at two months of age sold for $20,000. The buyer 
was Gustav Pabst, owner of Hollyhock Farms and who figured in the sensation 
al sale at Moorhead last June of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st and who 
is, with E. C. Schroeder, owner of that great sire. Mr. Pabst bought Crea- 
tion to breed upon daughters of the former sire when they shall come along 
and he showed rare wisdom in the selection. The breeding of Creation is 
sufficiently familiar to readers of the World to require no elucidation. He is 
by Creator the Pabst Stock Farm junior sire and out of Champion Dora Korn- 
dyke, the 1300-lb. daughter of the Pabst senior sire and champion year cow of

Breeding for Twins 


Dr. C. P. Durney, director of the 
Kula Sanatorium at Maui, Hawaii, be- 
lieves that he can develop a strain of 
cattle that will practically always bear 
twin calves. Just as Mr. Stevenson of 
Pennsylvania developed a_ hornless 
family by the mating of hornless ani- 
mals and just as all of our construc- 
tive breeders develop high producing 
families by the mating of high produc- 
ing animals, so Dr. Durney believes 
that the bearing of twins can be devel- 
oped as a family trait. One of the 
members of the herd at the sanatorium 
of which Dr. Durney is director is 4 
grade Holstein cow that is herself a 
twin. At her first freshening she 
dropped twin bulls and her next calf, 
a heifer, has since dropped twins her 
self. Dr. Durney believes that this fam- 
ily trait will run on indefinitely and 
that a strain can be built up which 
will, in the majority of cases, produce 
twin calves that are normal and fully 
developed. If the experiment succeeds 
Dr. Durney will have a strain of cows 
that will do two years work in one. 
In any case the experiment will be aa 
interesting one to watch.

The Hamilton proposal was a free 
site for the buildings, an annual grant 
of $20,000 for a period of 20 years to 
assist in paying the cost of the build- 
ings, free light, heat, power and water; 
and, if preferred, a straight grant of 
$250,000, it being estimated that the 
~ “The association would have to 
finance the balance. 

The Toronto proposal was to pro- 
vide a site on the Exhibition Grounds, 
the erection of a building to cost $1,- 
000,000. The association to pay back 
$40,000 a year for ten years, and a 
rental of $10,000 for the same period, 
which really amounted to paying back 
$500,000. It would also give free wa- 
ter, power, light, heat, etc. 

Both proposals are contingent, how- 
ever, on the live stock men being able 
to get the Provincial and Dominion 
Governments to make their grants to- 
tal about $50,000, and in their ability 
to raise an equal amount for prize 
money.

dult life and beyond, he should have 

z int of milk a day. The mother who 
‘Ps not provide sufficient milk for 
her children, who does not train them 
to drink it, or if this is impossible, 
who does not furnish it to them dis- 
guised in their cooked food is not ful- 
filling her duty. Whole milk is best. 
Skim milk can not take its place un- 
less the child uses an abundance of 
cream and butter. There are a very 
few children who cannot take milk 
pecause they are made ill by it, but 
such cases are extremely rare. 

Some reasons why children do not 
like milk are: 

1. Milk is a bland, comparatively 
flavorless food. Young children who 
are early given meat or other highly 
flavored foods, foods which are highly 
seasoned with pepper or spice, or very 
sweet foods, often lose their appetite 
for milk because of its mild flavor. If 
candy or other sweets are eaten be- 
tween meals, the liking for milk is 
quite certain to be destroyed. 

2. Children are naturally imitative 
and often from just a whim or tempo- 
rary distaste for milk, begin to say “I 
don’t like milk,” or “I can’t drink 
milk,” because they have heard par- 
ents say it. Children should be taught 
a respect and a liking for all whole- 
some food. This is not possible if 
grown-ups or older children are per- 
mitted to criticize certain foods or 
express a dislike for them before chil- 
dren. 

3. Too much milk, as too much of 
any food, if taken at one time, may 
satiate the palate and leave an aver- 
sion for milk which only time and pa- 
tience can overcome. 

4. School children have a habit of 
making fun of the occasional child 
whose sensible mother puts milk in 
his lunch box. If all the mothers 
would agree to send milk with the 
school lunch, and the teacher would 
explain to the children the value of 
milk, this difficulty would be overcome.

lars and the selection of one expert 
dairyman with a commission and liy. 
ing expenses provided, the first step 
toward providing fresh milk might be 
taken. R. W. Jeffers, president of the 
Walker Gordon Dairies, was chosen 
for this position. Later Dr. Larson of 
the Department of Agriculture, Prof, 
Fred Rasmussen of Pennsylvania 
State College, and Dr. F. BE. Griffin of 
the University of Vermont, volun 
teered to serve on a commission, to 
make a detailed study of the dairy 
question in France as it related to the 
supplying of milk for American hoy 
pitals. By giving their services and 
a part of their expenses, they brought 
the expense of the entire commission 
within the expenditure allowed by 
the Red Cross for one man. The plan 
as outlined anticipated the establish- 
ment of one large dairy at Hospital 
Center, Beau Desert. As well as pro- 
viding the equipment and feed, Dr. 
Griffin was to remain overseas for 
an indefinite period as manager of 
the first producing dairy. 

After interviewing representatives 
of great manufacturing concerns it 
was decided that all stock feed for 
shipment to France must be confined 
to highly concentrated oil cakes, ow- 
ing to the shortage of cargo space. It 
was also decided that these feed pro 
ducts were available and that ar- 
rangements could be made through 
the Food Administration for the re 
lease for shipment of such feed as

The Co-operative Holstein Breeders 
Association organized last summer by 
F. A. Gougler in Johnston County, Mo, 
has recer..ly distributed a herd of pure.

1.67 lbs. butterfat daily for the month.

from 12 to 25 cents a quart, while the 
corresponding distribution chargeg 
vary from 4 to 10 cents a quart, In see. 
tions where the distribution costs are 
excessive, it is up to the consumer, 
to assist the dairy inaustry to right 
this condition. 

Generally speaking, high prices at.

REASONS FOR FALL CALVES 


Several reasons why dairymen find 
it more profitable to raise fall calve: 
are given as follows by Prof. C. 
Larsen, of South Dakota State Col- 
lege in the Pacific Dairy Review. 

A cow that freshens in the fall win 
produce. about twenty per cent more 
milk during. the year than one that 
calves in the spring. 

Dairy products bring the farmer 
about a third more money in winter 
than in spring. 

Winter dairying allows of more 
and cheaper labor after the fieid 
work is done. 

Winter dairying avoids flies that 
cut down the milk flow and bother 
the milk-fed calves. 

Calves dropped in the fall will do 
well under good winter care and 
when spring arrives they are ready 
for pasture with the other young 
cattle. 

Avoid mating too early in the fall. 
Wait until December and January.

successful theatrical manager, which 
of course qualifies him for the cow 
business. He is doing very well at jt 
too. So long as he continues to enjoy 
successful theatrical seasons he feels 
that he will be able to go on with 
cows. Being a shrewd and far-seeing 
business man he has it all figured out 
that a minimum of three substantial 
hits every autumn will enable him to 
maintain his herd at its present pro. 
portions, whereas with four shows on 
Broadway all playing to capacity he 
might even increase it to the extent 
of investigating in a few more thor. 
oughbred head of registered stock. 

From him I have gleaned much re. 
garding cows. Before, the life of a cow 
fancier had been to me as a closed 
book. Generally speaking, cows so far 
as my personal knowledge went, were 
divided roughly into’ regular cows 
running true to form, and the other 
kind of cows, which were invariably 
referred to with a deep blush by old- 
fashioned maiden ladies.
